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JAPAN AND CHINA. 

The following articlggfrom the North China Daily 
News points to the resus, of the diplomatic communica- 
tion which Japan has lately established with China, and 
the social and political influence which .the first named | 
country may be expected to exercise on the latter. : 


The ratification of the Japanese-Chinése Treaty is a very 
important step in the development of China; indeed we 
should not be surprised if more practical results flowed from |) 
it than have resulted from pompous diplomatic operations | 
with Western Powers. The changes which must come on 
China will, we believe, be hastened by the assistance of the 
shrewd restless children of the Rising Sun. We know that 
when Greek meets Greek the tug of war is tobe expected, 
and we are inclined to believe that when Oriental meets 
Oriental the diplomatic duello may be looked for. The 
Japanese hare all the zeal of new converts. They have only |} 
recently taken to Western customs, and they have not yet |} 
found out how extremely inconvenient and foolish many of 
them are. Ater long years of seclusion they open their 
doors, and naturally they think their neighbours should not 
hesitate to do the same. Already in small things the Chinese 
have been compelled to treat them as they treat Europeans, 
as they have given their representatives a foreign and not a 
native feast; but, in spite of this, Orientals they are, and they 
will not allow their envoys to assume a subordinate position, 
or to follow in the line that the British and French Legations 
pursue. We shull not be surprised if the Japanese, with 
their fresh and vigorous energy, solve the question of China’s 
isolation, and force the reluctant sister into the comity of |! 
‘nations. For one characteristic of the Japanese mind is a 
rough and ready logic. They penetrate a fallacy with 
extraordinary quickness, and apply the argumentum ad 
hominem with amazing celerity. The Japanese would reason 
thus;—The Mikado secluded himself from the world 
for centuries and men thought Society would come to 
pieces if he showed himself. He has shown himself, and 
yet Society not only holds tagether, but further, all 
the evidences of national activity and greatuess ar in. 
creasing an hundred-fold.. The Emperor of China has 
seclu’ed himself in like manner, but may not the experiment 
that has been made in the one case be repeated in the ther 
without any dread ofa national collapse! What we have 
done, not only with impunity but with advantage, surely you 
may do.” We have reeently pointed out that in a certain | 
sense this is a superficial vigw of the question, and have || 
hinted at the dangerg,@ieh a patriotic Chinaman, really | 
_ attached to the tradjgiens of his country, may naturally anpre- 
hend from the granting of the Audience Question. Still these |, 
arguments will not afféct thé Japanese. They are not in a |) 
frame of mind to listen to pleas about tradition or reverence | 
for the past. You might ag well talk to Mr. Odger about |) 
Divine Right, as addfese"Appeals, based on the doctrine of the 
Emperor's celestial origin, to His Exrellency Tanésmi Soyé 
Shima, And what will be the end? It is possible that the | 
| Mikado’s Government will pursue an _ eirenic and / 
not a polemic policy, but we are greatly mistaken if the | 
Japanese are not anxious to try their newly acquired powers, 
—their European drill, their’ MartinieHenry rifles and their 
newly bought tronclads. Nothing would be easier for the 
Japanese than to blockade the China ‘ports, and we a™ 
doubtful if, in action, the clumsily managed gunboats carry- 
ing the Dragon Flag would hold their own against the war- 
ships of the more aciive, teachable, and versatile people. It 
would be strange indeed if the opening of China should come 
through Japan, and if France and England shonld “ stand, ” 
one oneither hand, while the objects for which they lave solong 
toiled in vain are effected by a semi-civilised power which bas 
eprung into life within the lust ten years. It may be a mere |: 
dream, but yet it is within the compass of possibility that the

The Government of Japan hereby 
vives notice, that alight, of the third order, 
will be shewn from ‘Tsuri Sima, in ‘the 
Iyo Nada, Inland Sea of Japan, on the 
night of the fifteenth of the sixth month 
of the sixth year of Meiji, (loth June, 
1873), and every night thereafter, from 
sunset to sunrise. 


The following is a specification of the 
position of the ‘lighthouse. and the ap- 
pearance of the light.

(1st June, 1873), 

Tsuri Sima Lighthouse is situated about 
400 yards in shore from the North-Western 
point of the island, at the spot marked 
‘ White Patch’ on the Charts of the Inland 
Sea. It is in 33 degrees, 53 minutes, 
7 seconds North Jatitude ; and is 132 degrees, 
38 minutes, 15 seconds East of Greenwich. 

The tower is built of granite, and is of 
a height of 21 feet to the centre of the 
lantern. 

The light will be a fixed white light 
of the 3rd order, and will illuminate 243 
degrees of the horizon, from 8. 7 degrees 
W. on one side, round to N, 70 degrees HK. 
onthe other side. Bearings true. 

The total elevation of the light, above 
the sea, will be 186 feet, and its range of 
visibility, from a-vessel’s deck, will be 
20 nautical miles.

British Consular Trade Report for Kana- \ 
gawa for 1872, : 


British CONSULATE, . 
KanaGawa, March 81st, 1873. 


Str,—I have the honour to furnish you with 
a suimary of the trade of this port for the 
past year ended 3ist December, 1872. The 
Uustom House not having made up the returns 
for the past year in the manner as heretofore 
furnished, I am enabled only to give as per 
Enclosure I, a Return of the Total Import 
‘Trade, and as per Enclosure II a Return of 
the Total Export Frade for 1872, without dis- 
tinguishing between direct and indirect ship- 
ments. The accuracy of the figures in the , 
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» above mentioned enclosures may be de- 
.nded upon, not only from the fact that they 
e an aggregate of the monthly returns fur- 
shed by the Custom House, but also that 
here circumstances have admitted I have 
sted them with the Chamber of Commerce 
ratistics. Such a comparison, however, is 
ainly of value only in the Export Table of 
ilk, Tea and other staples, to which excep- 
onal prominence is given. The object of the 
hamber of Commerce Statistics under the 
@:¢ of Imports is to show the stocks and 
tual deliveries from the Importer’s hands 
‘the buyer, so that the quantity of any arti- 
e imported within a given period of six or 
velve months is not ascertainable from the 
turns of the Chamber with accuracy, al- 
ough a very good knowledge is derived of 
}e business done at particular months or sea- 
pus, and probably if the deliveries during the 
ear and stock at the end of the year were 
jded together there would be no great dis- 
repaney, making due allowance for floating 
cocks, between the figures thus ascertained 
nd the Custom House Returns of Imports.

was, I believe, bought in by the Japanese Go- 
vernment, and the auction or sale by tender 
was of a comparatively mock nature. The 
rents of rice land being paid to the Govern- 
ment in kind, and a market offering in China 
the authorities could not but wish to turr 
tlese accumulated rents to the best advantage 
but it would have been, I think, more in con- 
sonance with the progressive spirit displayec 
by Japanese in other matters had they placed 
the rice on the Yokohama market for public 
competition giving due notice of the quantity 
to be sold. This course and a liberal allow- 
ance of time for payment would have given 
equal chances of benefit to all, not to mention 
the stimulus that wonld have been given to 
freights. The rice has now been shipped al- 
together on Commission,‘ one or two houses 
only having been favoured with the orders of 
the Japanese Government. 

I proceed to shew the course of the silk and 
tea market during the past year. 

SitK.—The total export for the year ending 
December 31st, 1872, has been 10,255, piculs, 
valued at $7,178,500 against 12,012 picule 
valued at $7,687,680 in 1871. 

The business in this staple during 1872 
has been unsatisfactory, shipments having 
shewn more or less heavy loss to exporters. 

In January, at the commencement of the 
year, transactions were brisk and prices well 
supported. In February, and on the termina- 
tion of the native holidays, business was resum- 
ed on a limited scale, checked by the high 
demands of native silkmen. 

In March the firmness of native holders 
continued to retard business, but a reduction 
in prices soon following, a few hundred bales 
were settled, over and above a fair quantity 
shipped on Japanese account. 

April opened with a reduced stock, during 
this month a small business was done at steady 

rices, shipments continuing to be made on 
apanese account. 


In May the new silk crop was progressing 
most favourably all over the country, while 
reports from silk growing countries in Europe 
were not satisfactory, in consequence of which 
the stock remaining here was bought up by 
speculators at rather full prices. _ 

The silk season opened exceptionally early 
and first parcels of the new produce appeared 
in this market about the middle of June and 
were at once bonght up at very high prices, 
about forty per cent higher than those paid at 
the opening of the silk season in 1871. The 
expectancy of a diminished crop in Europe 
probably induced these higher prices. It is 

robable, owing to the abundance of crop, 
ont prices would have been taken by native 
holders, but at the same time the new silk was 
acknowledged to be better in quality than that 
appearing in the market during the three or 
four years previous and buyers no doubt 
anticipated an enhanced price proportionate to 
the improved quality. 


In July transactions were very active, all the 
silk that came down from the interior being 
bought up at gradually increasing prices. The 
eagerness of buyers remained unabated in 
August, the quality of the silk continuing very 
good ; indeed some parcels of Shimonita and 

inshiu silk were as good as any that have 
appeared in this market during the past ten 
years. A change, however, soon took place in 
the beginning of September, when the Silk 
that came to hand was found to be much 
inferior being foul and badly mixed ; notwith- 
standing, which however, native dealers held 
to high prices ; transactions, consequently, fell

TELEGRAPHS, 
The line ‘of teleyraph has been extended to 
Nagasaki, but is only in working operation be- 
tween this and Kobe, it was confidently expected 
that before the close of the year Yokohama would 
have direct access by telegraph to London. Un- 
explained causes have however prevented this, 
and the community has for the moment to rest 
content with the facilities afforded by the work- 
ing of the line as far as Kobe (Hiogo). Tele- 
grams now not unfrequently reach this in four 
avs from London, but the degree of rapidity 
depends upon a telegram being despatched from 
London, and so timed as to arrive at Nagasaki 
and catch tie coast steamer which makes the 
trip from Kagasaki to Kobe under the days ; the 
message is then telegraphed from Kobe to this. 
The telegraph from Yokohama to Yedo continues 
in good working order and is much used by both 
natives and foreigners. 
The Lighthouse Department maintains its 
reputation for the excellence of its administra- 
tion and its desire to meet the requirements of 
favigation, by placing lights wherever they are 
irgently needed, I reserve for my next report a 
nore detailed statement of the progress of the 
vorks under this heading since writing of them 
in the commencement of last year. 


POSTAL FACILITIES. 


The scheme of a Government Postal system 
r the benefit of all classes alike was announced 
> the nation in a notification of the Council of 
tate in February of the year before last (1871) : 


The standard of weight for each letter is two- 
thirds of an ounce, but the amount of postage to 
be paid depends upon the distance at the rate of 
jabout one cent of a dollar for every twenty-four 
or twenty-five miles; thus the postage of a letter 
of the regulation weight from Tékiyo to Kana- 
gawa, say 17 miles, is one fempo (nearly = 
1 cent), from Tékiyo to Shidzuoka 5 dempos, and 
to Ozaka, 15 fempos. For places out of the 
direct line of the public highway, additional 
postage must be paid, according to mileage, but 
irrespective df the weight of the letter. Thus, 
because Yokohama is about a mile distant from 
the line of the Tokaido, a letter from there to 
Tékiyo must pay two cents, while from Kana- 
gawa, within a mile of Yokohama the postage is 
only one cent because the line of the ‘Tdkaido 
passes through Kanagawa, There can be no 
doubt that this graduated scale of postage rates 
is the principal impediment to the increase of 
the use of the post by the public. The system 
is somewhat complicated and the charges are far 
too high. A uniform rate of say 2 or 3 cents 
for letters between any postal stations within the 
Empire would indefinitely increase the amount 
of correspondence, and iu no long time lessen 
the disparity between expenditure receipts. 


NEWSPAPERS. 

Many have been started throughout the coun- 
try and show a better idea of the style and re- 
quirements of a newspaper than the semt-official 
Gfazettes misnamed newspapers which appeared 
shortly after the Revolution of 1868. 1 append 
a translation of a number taken at random, of 
the daily newspaper published at this port.

interest by the mercantile community of this 
port. I speak more particularly with regard to 
the manner in which the minds of the Ambas- 
sadors are likely to be influenced by an enquiry 
into the different manufactures for which each 
country they visit may be celebrated, and where it 
is hoped the experience acquired by the Embassy 
may prove to its members how greatly commerce 
contributes to the greatness of a nation, and 
that while a wise Legislature provides such 
laws as expediency directs for the governances 
of trade, it prudently abstains from a direct or 
active interference in the business transactions of 
merchants. 


The year has been remarkable for many social 
reforms, prominent among which is the freeing of 
the class of prostitutes from the obligation of 
their contPacts, to which, in many cases there 1s 
reason to fear they had never been willing parties. 
Measures are of course still taken to control pro- 
stitution by a system of licensing. The women 
are now free agents, but it cannot be expected 
that the surroundings of such a life even under 
the most enlightened legislation shouldbe free 
from much that is low and degrading, and there 


is exercised to induce women to adopt this mode 
of life, the profits of which go to the support of 
parents or other relations, The change in the 
condition of this class was, however, effected 
without that due regard to consequences which 
is to be expected from those who undertake re- 
forms of so serious a nature, With little or no 
preliminary warning the contracts binding pro- 
stitutes to brothel-keepers were annulled and the 
women declared free. Many could scarcely 
realize their situation, but nearly all were prompt 
in availing themselves of their suddenly acquired 
liberty to wander throughout the settlements 
both native and foreign ; the result of which was 
that disease was soon rife, and earnest.represent-

While under thenew system each woman pays 
a license fee of $3 a month to the local Govern- 
ment. Dr. Hill and [ have viewed with regret 
the action of the authorities in ordering the wo- 
men to pay their own Lock Hospitals expenses. 
[ am in hopes that at least a portion. of the re- 
venue thus derived which is likely to amouct to 
some $30,000 or $40,000 per annum may be 
applied to the relief of this unfortunate class, 


The year is also noticeable for the establish- 
ment of a scheme of general education through- 
out the country; legislation with regard to 
bankrupt estates of Japanese (the want of such 
having been materially felt in Lokohama); and 
the establishment of a Japanese law tribunal at 
this port. This office commenced its labours on 
the 15th September, 187%. Between that and 
tne Slst December it dedded no less than 264 
criminal cases out of 433 iustituted before it, and 
out of 713 civil suits gave jadgment in 532. Of 
this latter number 479 were between Japanese 
and Japanese, aud in 53 foreigners were plain- 
lilfs. ‘he business of this department is con- 
ducted properly and well. 


This report would be incomplete were I to 
omit mention of the issue of a new edition of Dr. 
Hepburn’s Japanese and English dictionary. 
This valuable work has been increased by some 
3,000 words and is eagerly sought for by the 
foreigners and Japanese.

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An unfortunate affair took place on the 12th 
instant, on board the British ship Eestern Sta). 
The chief officer in a drunken rage ill-treated 
one of the crew, who at length stabbed him 
with a knife and he died immediately. The 
medical evidence is that the wound was not 
sufficient of itself to cause death, which resultcd 
from the bursting of an aneurism, probably 
produced by the excitement. The man is being 
tried for manslaughter. 

The British Consular Trade Report for 1872, 
will be found in other columns. There are 
features in it which render it more interestin 
than usual, 

Trade is extremely dull. The weather hai 
been so dry throughout the season, that the 
farmers are alarmed for the Rice crop. 

So strongly permeated is the whole popula- 
tion of the interior with the prejudices of the 
past, that we are constantly hearing of difficul- 
ties arising. The troubles lately described as 
obtaining in the Hojo Clan, have not been put 
down, without an outbreak, which shews the 
ruling passion. Yetas, who, our readers are 
aware, have lately had all their disabilities 
removed, cannot be so quietly acknowledged by 
the people as they have been by the Mikado. 
Several of them were recently captured by the 
mob, and actually about half a score were 
burnt. The authorities did ail they could to 
put down the mob, but they did not succeed 
until they called in the aid of the military 
from Osaka. Allis quiet now; but in all pro- 
bability the ringleader, if caught will himself 
be burnt. 

An accident of somewhat serious character 
happened on the 6th instant, to a man named 
Sakata Denkichi, who had bought a wooden 
box of cartridges, and in opening it with a 
hammer, he caused the caps to explode; and 
not only was he himself severely injured, but 
his wife and a friend also, They are terribly 
burrt, but it is expected they will soon recover. 


One of the government orders issued on the 
19th inst., by the Education Department, pro- 
vides, that in future no foreign teachers may 
be employed without a license. All who are 
so employed now, must be dispensed with at 
the end of the term of their engagement; and 
those who wish for re-employment must 
undergo an examination and obtain a license.

New York Tribune, through its agents, 
emisaries, and correspondents, residents in 
this Empire, some three in number, has been 
able to devote its columns to personal attacks 
upon the Hon. Charles E. De Long, the U.S. 
Minister, accredited to the Court of Japan. 
This specious triumvirate have succeeded most 
ad nirably, during the time mentioned, in their 
work of abuse, and outrage, having wittingly 
collected together a series of misrepresenta- 
tions, and absolute falsehoods, wherein undis- 
guised malice and hatred, are plainly observ- 
able, as the animus which prompts the ‘itera- 
tion, and reiteration, of the various slanderous 
accusations. The reasons for the implacable 
and ill-concealed hatred for Mr. Do Long 
will be explained in the sequel. 


The Zribune, in its issue of the 7th May 
having constituted itself an advisory board, 
has drawn up with legal acwmen, a series of 
charges, apparently of grave and serious im- 
pot, but unfortunately, so far as the design 
and intention -of the author is concerned, ut- 
terly devoid even of the merest shadow of truth:

The fifth charge, to the effect that Mr. De 
Long has always sympathized with the Ty- 
coonate, and sought its restoration by parti- 
cipating in a correspondence looking to the 
overthrow of the Mikado’s Government, is a 
ridiculous assertion, and to men residing 
here, amusing. If any attempt has ever 
been made by the Tycoon’s adherents to re- 
instate his dynasty, it is wholly unknown to 
foreign residents in this country. At the 
time of the revolution nearly all foreigners 
sympathized with the Tycoon, because it was 
understood that he was driven from office be- 
cause he had mado treaties with foreign 
States. A natural fear pervaded the public 
mind that if the Mikado’s party attained 
power they would be hostile and adverse to 
foreigners, and this feeling of distrust it took 
sometime for the Mikado’s party to subdue in 
the foreign mind. Mr. De Lote arrived here 
just after the revolution, and naturally sharod 
the prevailing sentiment for a period. If the 
columns of the New York Tribune are ox- 
amined, during the same peri it. will be 
found, that such was its tone duri g the same 
time. It is equally true, that as

Though a Court Circular is not ordinarily 
very exciting, we should still be glad to hear as 
much of the public doings of the Emperor and 
Empress as may be made known. 


()"" contemporary the Japan Herald has 

forestalled us in the publication of the 
critique on Baron Hiibner’s remarks on the 
Revolution in Japan, which appeared in the 
Times. We are content therefore to refer those 
who have not the opportunity of seeing the 
Times to the columns of our contemporary ; 
and will only ourselves remark on the impres- 
sion created in our minds by its perusal. 

The critique commences “ There is no coun- 
try in the world so little known to us as Japan, 
although we have a Legation in the capital, an 
intelligent resident population in the Treaty 
ports, and a trade, which, until lately, has 
been steadily on the increase.” 

Our own experience tells us that there is no 
foreign country in the world, nor even any 
British colony whatsoever, of which the British 
public has anything like the amount of know- 
ledge that it ought to have, considering the 
immense amount of information that has been 
published. Within ten years we have seen 
as much ignorance displayed, by LEnglish- 
men of position and education, of the state 
of the Australian Colonies as we should have 
thought would have disgraced a schoolboy; 
—and we all know that until quite lately the 
very name of India in a debate in the house 
of Commons was sufficient to drive the members 
from their seats. It is not then to be wonder- 
ed at that little is known of Japan. 

It is pretty evident that the writer of the 
ritigue was himself as ignorant of the history 
of the country—both ancient and modern—as 
any of his readers. Of this his very earliest 
references assure us :—wherein ‘he speaks of. 
“The people who had penned up the Dutch 
merchants ” compelling them “to trample on 
the sacrea symbol of their religion, and to de- 
grade themselves by playing the buffoon in the 
Mikado’s presence chamber, when they made 
their annual journey to court in closed car- 
riages.” No foreigners that ever we heard ot 
were ever so treated at the Mikado’s court—nor 
were any ever admitted therein. 


But not to be hypercritical, we pass-on to 
the more immediate chapters on Japan by 
Baron Hiibner which form the subject of the 
critique. . He had, says the writer, ‘ better 
opportunities of informing himself than most 
men. He made a considerable stay in the 
Empire while on a ‘promenade round the 
world, and is a man of practised powers of 
observation.” 


Whatever the length of any visitor's stay in 
Japan, and however acute may have been his 
pewer of observation, the circumstances of the 
country have been such as to render any 
general reflections made upwards of two or 
three years ago quite antiquated and unreliable. 
The mere historical record of the course of 
events given by the Baron are pretty nearly 
eorrect, and we are perfectly satisfied with the 
modest acknowledgment that he has able to 
form no conclusion on the condition of affairs. 
It would be strange if he could, for we feel 
pretty safe in saying that even men of ‘experi- 
ence equalling that of the British minister, 


with all his means of information, would shrink 
from expressing decided “con¢lusions” as to 
the politics of Japan; except that they are 


, e 

Still, if the critic had posted himself up in 
the current history from mail to mail, he would 
have been able to have given a more favourable 
colour to his own remarks than he has done. 
His concluding sentences are those which have 
induced us to call attention to his critique ; in- 
asmuch as appearing in the columns of so great 
an authority as the Times, they are calculated 
to create alarm in the minds of those in Europe 
who have friends resident here. 

To this day a traveller in the interior is supposed 
to be in mortal peril should he come in contact with 
the swaggering body guards of the Daimios, and if 
these Samurais have been forced to keep the peace for 
so long they would be the more fiercely revengeful if 
they ever had the opportunity, Baron Hiibner avows 
that he feels little confidence with regard to the 
future. He does not believe that the merchants of 
Yokohama, the chief treaty port, would run any great 
danger. There is an English regiment and a corps of 
French marines in garrison there, and they would 
probably suffice to protect the embarcation of the 
colony. But the Legation in Yedo is isolated from 
all support, and the residents elsewhere have nothing 
but the protection of some native soldiers. Tt may 
be that all will end as peacefully as it has begun. But 
when we remember the character of the Japanese, 
and how hard it seems to be for the shrewdest for- 
eigners to read the signs of the times, it is impossible 
ta dismiss all apprehension with regard to the security 
of our countrymen. 

' This is altogether the kind of thing a man only 
half informed would write, but it conveys a 
very wrong impression of the state of things 
in 1873. Everybody knows that the Legations 
and settlements would not be in the unpro- 
tected state they are stated to be, were it not 
that the ministers themselves are satisfied 
with the safety of themselves and their coun- 
trymen. And however unwise it would be to 
speculate on the general politics of the country, 
it is certainly not wise, indeed it is most foolish 
and reprehensible, to stir up any feelings of 
uneasiness as to the future safety of foreigners 
in Japan.

This income for the year contains the totals 
which will be obtained by collecting the 
amount of taxes which has teeh estimated for 
the present financial year upon the basis of 
the items of the revenue in late years. Hitheto, 
when the revenue came to be actually collect- 
ed, there was constantly a falling off from the 
amount, owing to various irregularities, sach 
as “not yet paid in” or ‘‘ payment deferred.” 
etcetra. But now the actual yield will be de- 
finitely superintended, these irrégularities will 
be reformed, and the national affairs will be 
brought into order, so that while the amount 
of the annual income may increase, there is 


| not the slightest reason why it should diminish. 


As the expenditure for the year is calculated 

upon the items of last year, there cannot be 

any large difference in the fature. But when 

the fixed expenditnres are reduced by economy, 

and the national affairs are brought into order 

the annual expenditure may be diminished. 

As, however, incidental expenditure is difficult 

to estimate beforehand, the amount of this 
item may perhaps be increased beyond what 

is here given. But what the annual income 
will suffice to meet the expenditure is a matter 
which certainly does not admit of doubt. 

The reasons why the statement of income 
expenditare lately put forth in London, the 
similar statement taken to the Austrian Ex- 
position by our Envoy and the amounts of the 
income and expenditure for the year herein- 
ufter stated differ from each other shall be ex- 
plained.

mon people are paid in rice, which is not the 
case in other countries.

We nave to report the destruction of that 
handsome block of buildings, known as No. 32 
Water Street; in which were situated the fol- 
lowing offices, Japan Mail Daily Advertiser, 
Messrs. Pitman & Co., Messrs. Cheshire & Co., 
and Capt. D. Scott. The fire broke out on 
Sunday at about 2:15 a.m., the engines were 
some time in coming up, and the usual want of 
water was experienced. From the Daily <Ad- 
vertiser, which appeared at its usual hour this 
morning, we learn that the fire commenced 
either in Mr. W. G. Howell’s or Mr. Prince's 
rooms. Mr. Prince imagines in the former as 
he saw the glare of fire under the door of Mr. 
Howell's room. 

We append the following account from the 
Daily Advertiser :— 

The origin of the fire is at present unknown. 
It is certain that it must have broken out 
in one, of two rooms, the front one in the oc- 
cupation of Mr. Prince and the back one used 
by Mr. W. G. Howell, but it is impossible to 
say in which of these two. Mr. Prince states 
that he was guided to the latter by the glare 
of the flames beneath the door but did not enter 
the room ; and a gentleman who arrived about 
the same time tells us that observing, on enter- 
ing the room ‘below occupied by: Mr. Cheshire 
that the fire had its geat in one of the upper 
rooms, he proceeded up-stairs, entered the door 
of Mr, Howell's room and observed a dull flame 
issuing from the party wall which divided it 
from the front apartment. He was about to 
save some portion of Mr. Howell’s library, 
when the draft which the open door had admit- 
ted fanned up the flames violently and he was 
compelled to retire, The front room furnished 
as a sitting room is little used by Mr. Prince, 
and he cannot call to mind having entered it on 
Saturday. Mr. Howell quitted his apartment 
at about six o'clock after having extinguished a 
small lamp which he had in use, 


The chief losers by the fire are the proprietor 
stf the Japan Mail, who suffers the loss of a 
liock of paper, furniture, &c., and a valuable 
obrary of books, together insured for $7,000 ; 
oome books, the printing of which had just been 
sompleted and which were ready for the binder, 
and the papers of the Asiatic Society, the latter 
being all uninsured. The books of the establish- 
ment were fortunately rescued. 


In addition to this Mr. Cheshire has, it is 
feared, lost the greatest part of his property |

insured for $500 :—Mr. Prince has lost all his 
furniture, prints, jewellery, &c. insured for 
$3,000 ; Captain Scott, insured for $1,500 has 
only saved a portion of his effects, and estimates 
his loss from uninjured property at $2,000. 

The building on No. 32, passed into the 
hands of Mr. W. J. Alt, some little time since, 
and we are informed that the portion which has 
been burnt down was insured for a sufficient 
sum in the Lancashire Insurance Office. The 
heaviest loss, apart from this, will fall upon 
the Imperial Fire Office which had an aggregate 
risk of some $10,000 on the property contain- 
ed in the premises of the Japan Mail and the 
furniture and effects of Mr. Prince. 

It is only right to add that to the energy and 
promptitude of the different fire companies the 
limitation of the area of the fire is largely due, 
and that their conduct on the occasion is de- 
serving of the highest praise. 


GoveRNMENT HAS notified that no students 
who have been educated abroad may be em- 
ployed in government offices without informing 
the Education Department. And further no 
students who have been abroad at govern- 
ment expense on the condition of serving their 
country on their return, may be hired either by 
Japanese or foreigners, without special permis- 
sion of the Mombusho. These decrees are 
quite reasonable ; and except in very rare cases 
are no bar to a man’s engagement, but to guard 
against possibilities. Many persons would be 
glad to get into their employ, and pay a liberal 
salary to persons who have received a good 
education abroad, and thus government might 
be left in the lurch after all the expense it has 
been at, in the support and schooling of these 
young fellows ; and that would never do. 


WE are following hard on the heels of Eng- 
land ; and perhaps woman’s rights may yet be- 
come one of the great questions in the political 
arena of Japan some day. As it is an order 
has been published signed by Sanjo Daijin, to 
the effect that all women may stamp important 
deeds or writings-with their own personal 
stamp.

paid great attention to their teacher, and prac- 
tised well and patiently. The music they

A man named Kawane Kozaburo, having 
been for a long time ill, on the 4th of this 
month, committed suicide by hanging himself. 
His wife missed him for some time, and at 
length going upstairs, found him suspended by 
the neck, quite dead, and a letter on the 
mats at his feet. The reason he gave for his 
act was a remarkable one. He said, that when 
he was 17 years of age he vowed to Buddha 
that if he had not become famous by the time 
he reached 30 years of age, he would die. 
having arrived at that age, and seeing no pros- 
pct of his attaining greatness he was overcome 
with sorrow, and determined to carry his vow 
into executions He pathetically winds up his 
heroics with an appeal to his wife to look 
efter their children. 


Two men, named Toyokichi and Jinsaburo, 
of the farmer class, formerly banished for rob- 
bery, having undergone their term of sentence, 
and on regaining their liberty returned to their 
previous dishonest ways, were lately brought 
up before Shihosho (Judicial) and sentenced to 
be hung; which sentence has been carried into 
execution. : 


Aw atrempt at murder was made a-few days 
ago by one Tamajiro, a cake-seller in Yedo. 
He had some time ago married a respectable 
young woman, who found him to be an idle 
worthless sot, and after enduring his offensive- 
ness as long as she could, she applied to her 
father, who obtained for her a divorce. A few 
days ago, whilst going with a friend to.a bath- 
houso, the wretched fellow from whom she had 
parted, rushed. forward from a place where he 
had been lying in wait, stabbed her in the 
back with a short sword, and fled. The woman 
with whom the poor wounded creature was, 
took her at once to her house, and obtained 
surgical assistance. The wound was found to 
be fully four inches deep, but happily no vital 
part was injured, and there are fair hopes of 
the woman’s recovering. The police have se- 
cured the man, and he awaits his trial. —

Yokohama General Hospital. 


The Annual General Meeting of the subscri- 
bers to this Institution was held at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Rooms, yesterday. 


Present: Messrs. Robertson, Wilkin, T. 
Wallace, Pitman, Smith, Jackson, Johnstone, 
Howell, Allen, Devine, Swaby, Drs. Dalliston, 
Done and Buckle. Sir Harry Parkes ia the 
Chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been 
approyed, 


Mr. Wilkin read the Report and Balance- 
sheet as follows :— 


Report «f the Yokohama General Hospital 
for the Fifteen Months Ending 3i1st 
March 1873. 


Since the General Meeting in April of last 
year, the working of this Institution has been 
subjected financially to a more severe test than 
in any previous ptriod since its formation. For 
the whole term of 15 months, the total time i.e. 
estimated by days during which patients of all 
classes, (but excluding Charity patients), re- 
mained in the Hospital only exceeds three- 
fourths of the similar time during the 12 months 
of 1871. The Committee have the pleasure to 
report, nevertheiess, that by dint of strict 
economy, and aided by the libéral support of 
the friends of the Hospital, not only has no 
further deficit been incurred, but that the old 
debts have been almost entiiely cleared off, and 
the accounts show a balance due to the Trea- 
surer of only $550.01. 


During the 12 months ending 31st December, 
108 patients were admitted, making with 11 
under treatment at the commencement of the 
year, inall 119. During the three months end- 
ing 3lst March, 1873, 20 were admitted, mak- 
ing with 10 under treatment on Ist January, in 
all 30. Of these numbers, 23 last year and 5 
this year were charity patients. 


The days for the 15 months are as follows : 


Ist class 216 days as against the 12 months of year 
1871, 249 days or 90 per cent.

It will be observed that the proportion of 
charity patients has decreased very considerably, 
and the Committee may here remark that while 
never refusing a real destitute and needy case 


| they have used all means to check unnecessary 


expenditure under this head, and whenever 
practicable have procured passages for the suf- 
ferers to their own homes, thus benefiting them- 
selves and relieving the hospital. 


As usual the list of patients represents almost 
every nationality on the globe. 


A detailed synopsis from the Surgeon-in- 
charge accompanies this, and is marked A, 


It is not necessary to refer to the decrease of 
admissions, further than to say, that it seems 
to be ascribable mainly or solely to a more 
héalthy condition of the settlement, and to the 
more limited stay of shipping in the harbour. 


The Committee have now to present the 
Treasurer's Account marked B. showing a bal- 
ance in hand of $144.04, but a supplemental 
statement of dependencies, marked C, shows 
$550.01 due to the Treasurer. The Committee 
wish to acknowledge the liberality with which 
the community responded to the appeal for 
help; the donations and subscriptions having 
amounted to $5,293.38. 


The Expenditure after deducting what has 
been paid for old debts, and adding present 
liabilities, amounts to $9,501.25, of which 
$5,371.96 belongs to what has been called 
“Variable expenses,” and $4,129.29 “ Es- 
tablished expenses.” 


These sums divided by the total number of 
days—says 4,971—give $1.08 per diem for 
“Variable expenses.” and 83 cents per diem for 
Established expenses—together $1.91 :—an 
average which compares favourably with that 
of 1871. 


It will be remembered that at the adjourned 
General Meeting held on April 9th, in last year, 
a commission consisting of Drs. Done and 
Buckle, and Messrs. Walsh and Howell, was 
appointed to examine into, and report upon, the 
working of the Hospital. 


The Commission finished their Report on the 
15th July, and on the 31st tdem it was present- 
ed to, and discussed at, a public meeting. 


The Committee owe their special acknowledg- 
ments to the.Commission for their painstaking 
efforts, and very; careful detailed report and 
recommendations. The working of the Hos- 
pital has been systematized in accordance with 
their suggestions as far as possible, and Com- 
mittee think there is cause for congratulation 
in the more economical administration of the 
funds and in the improved condition of the 
premises. Towards these ends they have had 
the full co-operation of the Surgeon and the 
Steward. 


And here the Committee must warmly ac- 
knowledge the services of Mr. Kirby,—who 
volunteered to act not only as Treasurer, but to 
honorarily undertake the duties of accountant ; 
and these, under the system prescribed by the 
Commission, are sufficiently onerous. 

A. Ladies’ Visiting Committee has been ap- 
poirited during the past year, who have combin- 
ed with the grateful duty of visiting the patients 
such little attentions to them as serve to cheer 
and encourage, and who have also provided a 
good deal of new linen at very small cost. 


It remains to refer to a proposal emanating 
from the Sisters of Mercy of the Convent of the 
Holy Child Jesus, and which has been put by 
them in two forms :—viz., to procure two of 
their body from France at a moderate expense. 
who shall, on arrival, reside in the Hospital 


and undertake to look after the linen, prepara-_ 


tion of food, nursing, dispensing, and general 
management for such remuneration as would be 
sufficient to supply them with clothing and 
necessaries; or, secondly, that they would take 


over entire charge of the Hospital (subject in. 
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Pine 2 = 
Is offered, when large settlements took 
place at full rates. 


On the Ist of October, London telegrams 
were received, reporting most unfavourably on 
the Silk market, and reductions in price were 
sought from Japanese holders, but without 
success. The month of October, consequently, 
witnessed the smallest settlements of the whole 

ear. 

‘ Affairs thus remained, until the middle of 
November, when, after two or three weeks of 
inaction, buyers again tried the market, but 
found no material alteration in prices, notwith- 
standing that the Silk was inferior, being foul 
and mixed. Consequently parcel after parcel 
was rejected, as not being up to standard or 
equal to sample, the actual settlements after 
inspection, amounting to barely one fourth or 
one third of the original purchases. 

The situation was not better in December, 
and although advices from home reported a 
depressed market, no adequate concessions 
could be obtained here. Settlements therefore 
gradually fell off, and the actual shipments of 
the first six months of the season 1872 and 
1878, shewed a decrease of nearly 900 bales, as 
compared with the corresponding season of 
1871-72. 2 

The sales in the early months of the year, 

consisted of the stocks remaining over from 
the product of the season of 1871-72. De- 
mand on the part of foreign buyers, was weak 
during the months of February, March and 
April, but as Japanese took to shipping large- 
ly on their own account through foreign 
agencies, the superabundant stock of old silk 
was soon eased off, and all but exhausted when 
the new silk came on this market in June 
last. As soon as the new silk made its ap- 
pearance, evident signs of improvement were 
noticeable, both in the nature of the silk and 
its reeling, that from the provinces of Jéshiu 
and Shinshin being specially remarked. It is 
therefore not unreasonable, to asume that the 
recommendations made by the Yokohama 
Chamber of Commerce Committee, which had 
been embodied in a pamphlet form and dis- 
tributed largely throughout the silk districts 
have not been without effects. These is little 
doubt togythat it is to the improvement in the 
quality of the silk noticed in the first two or 
three months of the season, that the eagerness 
of foreign buyers must be ascribed. Notwith- 
standing the high prices demanded and paid, 
a proportionate increase in price being looked 
for"from purchasers in Europe, the staple being 
so moch superior to that which had been 
shipped from this port for some three or four 
years past, and about which heavy complaints 
had been received from all parts of Europe, 
Unfortunately things have not turned out to 
the satisfaction of exporters, and more or less 
heavy losses have attended latver shipments. 

It is not easy to explain the sudden in- 
feriority apparent in nearly all the parcels of 


hank silks that have come down since Septem- 
ber last. 


Some are of opinion that the native dealers, 
having sold their pacels quickly and well, had 
become reckless as to the quality of succeeding 
batches, under the impression that the demand 
for export would be kept up and that foreign 
buyers would not be too particultar.

Eurther it is 
asserted that there are stocks of 2,500 and 
4,0v0 bales in Oshiu and Shinshiu respective - 
ty, not to mention small stocks from other 
laces such as Machida, Fchizen and Mino, 
but the product of these latter departments is 
po longer appreciated at home and only comes 
to this market in very reduced quantities. 


The silkmen, however, in the face of such 
heavy stocks and the glut in the home market 
are now likely to make concessions, the more 
so as we are on the eve of the new crop.

It has been noticed that some districts shey 
a marked improvement in the style of manipul- 
ating fresh leaf, notably in the province of 
Jushu and Suruga: so much that the teas 
from these two districts are likely to rival the 
celebrated Yamashiro and Uji chops. 

Larger and more regular supplies have also 
come down from the North West Provinces, 
between 700 and 1,000 piculs having been 
brought from Niigata. These have been found 
to be very desffable and possess more strength 
and pungency than the bulk of Japan Tea. 


They are also well cured’ and suitable for 
refiring.

SHIPPING. 


Direct trade in British vessels from and to 
Great Britain and British colonies, In 1872 
eighty-eight vessels with tonnage of 59,811 
tons entered the port of Yokohama, eighty- 
four of which with a tonnage of 58,297 tons 
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were with oe shewing an increase of 
three vessels with 2,879 tons of cargo tonnage 
over 1871. 


The clearances in 1872 under the above 
heading were in fall fifty-seven vessels with a 
total tonnage of 39,893 tons of which fifty-five 
were with cargoes of 38,475 tons. 

In 1871 the total clearances were 49 vessels 
(37 with cargoes and 12 in ballast) witha 
tonnage of 3,7479 tons, of which 26,262 tons 
represented cargo tonnage. ‘There is an in- 
crease therefore of 2,410 tons in the general 
and 12,213 tons in the cargo tonnage. 

The excess in cargo tonnage is owing to the 
large shipments of rice principally to Hong- 
kong on Japanese Government account. 

In the indirect or carrying trade in British 
ships from and to other countries, the number 
of ships and total tonnage entered in 1872 is 
27 vessels with a tonnage of 11,802 tons 
against 48 vessels with 25,007 tons entered in 
1871, shewing a decrease of 21 vessels and 
13,205 tons. There were no entries under this 
heading in ballast in 1871 while two vessels 
having a tonnage of 1,181 tons arrived in bal- 
last in 1872. 

The falling off in the importation of Sugar, 
Beans and the abeence of all demand for 
Saigon Rice explains the decrease, 

Of clearance, 32 vessels with a tonnage of 
17,564 tons left the port in 1872 against 63 
vessels, 36,291 tons in 1871. The cargo ton- 
nage of vessels clearing in 1872 shews 12,945 
tons against 14,409 in 1871 whilst the ballast 
tonnage shews 4,619 tons in 1872 against 
21,882 tons in 1871. As against the 43 ves- 
sels therefore that entered with cargoes in 
1871 we have 37 clearances in ballast while in 
1872 against 25 entéring with cargoes 23 leave 
fully freighted ; those to America taking tea 
to Chinese ports rice and general cargoes. 

Indirect or carrying trade from and to open 
ports in Japan. 

The entries in 1872 amount to 17 vessels 
with a tonnage of 8,605 tons against 42 
vessels, 18,495 tons in 1871. . 

Of vessels with cargoes 16 with a tonnage 
of 8,355 tons entered in 1872 against 41 with 


mail steamers is fully equal to the demands 
for freight for these two staples deter general 
shipping from resorting to this port. There 
is no doubt that the free export of ccreals 
from Japan, without entering on the question 
of benefit to producer and consumer would 
certainly induce freight and, so far as British 
shipping is concerned shew larger returns for

RAILWAYS. 


The year 1872 has witnessed the opening 
of the first railway in Japan. The eagerness 
with which it has been availed of, the com- 
pleteness of its management and its receipts 
cannot but give satisfaction to the Japanese 
Government. | 

The line (from Yokohama to Shinagawa) 
was opened to public traffic on the 12th June, 
and the state opening on the completion of 
the line to the Yedo terminus took place on 
the 12th October. 

I regret that I have been anable to procure 
information with regard to the cost of the 
line and the various disbursements which 
have gone to make up the total cost. It 
would have been interesting to know the 


amount of compensation given for land en- 
closed by the Railway, and how such compen- 
sation was assessed. A comparison of these 
ascertained figures with the cost of similar 
undertakings in England would interest both 
the speculative and the general reader. The 
cost of Railway construction in Japan should 
be cheap—mouey is easily procurable—na- 
terial plentiful and at-hand and labour cheap. 
Preliminary outlay—such as Parliamentary 
expenses should be almost nil, and sums given 
as compensation are not likely to attain a 
high figure, a contrast to the expense of Rail- 
way undertakings in England, where to quote 
one instance, the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany, a sum of nearly £2,800,000 was spent 
before the actual construction of the line was 
commenced. 

It is to be hoped that the action of the Japa- 


nese Government in the mutter of Railway de- 
velopment will stimulate the sister empire China 


18,384 tons in 1871. There is therefore a 
decrease of 9,890 tons in the general and 
10,029 tons in the cargo tonnage.

The decrease both in entries and clearance 
is to be attributed to the more fully establish- 
ed monopoly of the carrying trade of the 
P.M.8.S Co.’s steamers (American), to the 
exclusion of other companies or private-owned 
vessels. 

The heading “ with cargoes” should not in 
the case of local carrying traffic and as far as 
British vessels are concerned be accepted in 
its complete sense. A 500 ton ship with 100 
tons cargo on board would enter as “ with 
cargo.” The term “ with cargo” must there- 
fore not be considered as synonomous with 
“tull freight,” except with regard to vessels 
entering from and clearing for Great Britain 
and other countries. 

I quite agree with the remarks made by the 
Chairman of the Yokohama Chamber of Oom- 
merce on the oceasion of presenting the report 
for 1872 to the Chamber, namely “ the great 
disadvantage Yokohama is at from the total 
absence of any facilities for the landing, dis- 
charging and loading of cargo.” Both this 
and the absence of any export staple of bulk, 
excepting tea and silk, which, however, do not 
materially affect the general question of ship- 
ping, as the carrying capacity of the regular 


The vessels with cargo numbered, in 


in the same direction. It will be remembered 
that Chén, the Police Magistrate of Shanghai, 
since advanced to a higher rank, visited this port 
in September last year. [I had an opportunity 
in the course of a general conversation of asking 
him if the Railway had impressed him at all. 
He replied that it had, and went on to say that 
he would on his return to Shanghai represent to 
his superiors the advisability of Chinese connect- 
ed with the Government being sent to Japan to 
see and judge for themselves of the advantages 
to be derived from Railway communication: He 
gave it as his opinion that those in China who 
were opposed to the introduction of Railways in 
that country, did not really know what a Rail- 
way was, however much they might have read or 
heard on the subject, but that.if they once saw 
for themselves they could not but be impressed 
with its advantages. 

It is satisfactory % record that the line has 
been worked without accident, which no doubt is 
to be attributed to the foreign supervision and 
foreign workmen employed. There ‘is a growing 
desire on the part of the Japanese to get into 
their own management all works for the con- 
struction and efficient maintenance of which thev 
have been so largely indebted to foreign skill and 
labour; but while such desire is laudable I do 
not think the time has yet arrived when they can 
dispense with foreign aid, and I cannot do better 
than quote Sir Philip Francis’s experience as 
noted in his report on Constantinople and in 
allusion to foreign Jabour employed in Turkish 
steamers.

“Tt is true that when the native engineer 
“replaces the dismissed Englishman, burnt 
“boilers, broken rods, corroded works and 
“spoiled machinery show the false economy of 
“dispensing with skilled workmen for half 
“instructed mechanics. Yet there is a growing 
‘and perfectly natural desire to substitute the 
“native for the foreign workman and hence the 
“experiment is frequently repented of.” 


I trust that the warning this experience gives 
may not be lost upon the Japanese. 

From the opening of the Yokohama and Yedo 
line on the 12th June to the 3[st December last 
the receipts for passenger traffic shew a sum of 
$174,686 the number of passengers being 
490,970. I append a detailed statement of the 
passenger traffic up to December 31st.

GAS. 


The introduction of gas into Yokohama is an 
important feature of the past year. The Com- 
pany (Japanese) obtained its privileges and was 
formed as far back as April Ist 1871, but the 
machinery and various materials (purchased in 
England) did not arrive until July 1872, owing 
to repeated mishaps befalling the Tunisian 
steamer Zadkia which was for the most part 
freighted with the material in question. 

The Gasworks were completed and in working 
order on the lst September 1872. The total 
cost has been $115,000 made up of the follow- 
ing sams : 

1.—Purchase of ground and cost of 
the buildings ee $25,000 
2.—Cost of machinery and appliances 
laid down at Yokohama..... 
3.—Setting up machinery and work-...

The works as they now stand are capable of 
producing 1,500 cubic metres of gas in twenty- 
four hours, feeding 2,500 burners, consumption 
of coal about 200 tons a month. The gasometer 
measures about 48 feet in diameter and is 15 
feet high. The present actual production and 
consurption is 600 metres. The receipts are 
about $1,800 a month. The gasis supplied at 
$$,75 per 1,000 feet, the cost of production 
being from $2.50 to $3. As yet only streets in 
the native town are lit, with the exception of a 
few houses in the foreign settlement. The light- 
ing of the streets in the foreign settlement has 
engaged the active attention of a few gentlemen 
who, in the interests of all have taken the matter 
in hand and arrangements with the gas company 
are now approaching completion. The settle- 
ment of Yokohama is generally known under 
four divisions : 


a. Settlement proper. 
b. Old Swamp Concession. 


ce. New Swamp Concession. 
d. Bluff. 


It is proposed at present to light only the 
portion @.—This will cost $500 per meusem, 
and where taxation is, as in Yokohama, self

tended with difficulty. The above amount has 
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now however,:been guaranted. The tax is cal- 
culated on the rental valuation of the different 
lots or holdings. 

The gas works give employment to four Eu- 
ropeans (Frenchmen) and some 40 or 50 Japa- 


nese. 
TELEGRAPHS. 

The fine of telegraph has been extended to 
Nagasaki, but is only in working operation be- 
tween this and Kobe, it was confideutly expected 
that before the close of the year Yokohama would 
have direct access by telegraph to London. Un- 
explained causes have however prevented this, 
and the community has for the moment to rest 
content with the facilities afforded by the work- 
ing of the line as far as Kobe (Hiogo). 
grams now not unfrequently reach this in four 
days from London, but the degree of rapidity 
depends upon a telegram being despatched from 
London, and’ so timed as to arrive at Nagasaki 
and catch tie coast steamer which makes the 
trip from Kagasaki to Kobe under the days ; the 
message is then telegraphed from Kobe to this. 
‘ihe telegraph from Yokohama to Yedo continues 
in good working order and is much used by both 
natives and foreigners. : 

The Lighthouse Department maintains its 
reputation for the excellence of its administra- 
tion and its desire to meet the requirements of 
Navigation, by placing lights wherever they are 
urgently needed, I reserve for my next report a 
more detailed statement of the progress of the 
works under this heading since writing of them 
in the commencement of last year. 


POSTAL FACILITIES. 


The scheme of a Government Postal system 
for the benefit of all classes alike was announced 
to the nation in & notification of the Council of 
State in February of the year before last (1871) : 
two months afterwards (on the 20th April) offices 
were opened in, and for the transmission of 
letters between, the three capital cities (Fu) of 
Tokiyo (Yedo), Saikiyo (Kiyoto), and Ozaka and 
the towns and villages along the Tokaido, the 
principal highroad of the empire which connects 
the two first-nawed cities. Events justified the 
wisdom of the Government in commencing the 
experiment on so limited a scale. For some 
months the amount of letters that left each capi- 
tal by the daily post could be carried by a 
single courier, and although a conception of the 
nature aud object of the institution spread 
amongst the people, it was not till nearly a year 
afterwards that the heads of the postal depart- 
ment found it expedient to extend the line of 
communication-as far as Nagasaki, and soon after 
arrangements were madé with a native steain- 
ship cowmpany by which mails were carried 
between the five ports open to foreign trade and 
the way ports on the Inland Sea. Although the 
amount of corresponderice transmitted was still 
very small, the inland lines of communication 
were yradually extended, and by the beginning 
of August last, the whole country with the 
exception of the Northern part of the island of 
Yezo was brought into postal connection with 
the capital. Still the institution is as yet in “its 
infancy, and owing to the ignorance of the 
people and the consequent paucity of corres- 
pondence many of the inore remote stations are 
visited by the courier only two or three times a 
month, The expenditure is of course far in 
excess of the receipts, as will be seen from the 
following. figures obtained from the Central Post 
Olfice in ¥Yedo :—

The standard of weight for éach letter is: two- 
thirds of an ounce, but the amount of postage to 


about one cent of a dollar for every twenty-four 
or twenty-five miles; thus the postage of a letter 
of the regulation weight from Tdkiyo to Kana- 
gawa, say 17 miles, is one fempo (nearly = 
1 cent), from Tékiyo to Shidzuoka 5 dempos, and 
to Ozaka, 15 tempos. For places out of the 
direct line of the public highway, additional 
postage must be paid, according to mileage, but 
irrespective of the weight of the letter. Thus, 
because Yokohama is about a mile distant from 
the line of the Tokaido, a letter from there to 
Tékiyo must pay two cents, while from Kana- 
gawa, within a mile of Yokohama the postage is 
only one cent because the line of the Tédkaido 
passes through Kanagawa. There can be no 
doubt that this graduated scale of postage rates 
is the principal impediment to the increase of 
the use of the post by the public. The system 
is somewhat complicated and the charges are far 
too high. A uniform rate of say 2 or 3 cents 
for letters between any postal stations within the 
Empire would indefinitely increase the amount 
of correspondence, and in no long time lessen 
the disparity between expenditure receipts. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


Many have been started throughout the coun- 
try and show a better idea of the style and re- 
quirements of a newspaper than the semi-official 
Gazettes misnamed newspapers which appeared 
shortly after the Revolution of 1868. 1 append 
a translation of a number taken at random, of 
the daily newspaper published at this port. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


‘SThe movements of the Japanese Embassy 
which left this for America and Europe in Janu- 
ary, 1872, have been watched with considerable 
interest by the mercantile community of this 
port.

thorities by Staff Surgeon Hill, R. N. in charge 
of the local Lock Hospital. The results ef- 
fected by this institution bade fair to be lost 
owing to the hasty action of the authorities, but 
Dr. Hill’s solicitations induced the suppression 
of street prostitution, and the majority of the 
women gradually dispersed to their own homes 
either in the neighbourhood of, or remote from 
Yokohama. 

While under the new system each woman pays 
a license fee of $3 a month to the local Govern- 
ment. Dr. Hill and [ have viewed with regret 
the action of the authorities in ordering the wo- 
men to pay their own Lock Hospitals expenses. 
I am in hopes that at least a portion of the re- 
venue thus derived which is likely to. amount to 
some $30,000 or $40,000 per annum may be 
applied to the relief of this unfortanate class, 


The year is also noticeable for the establish- 
ment of a scheme of general. .education through- 
out the country; legislation with regard to 
bankrupt estates of Japanese (the want of such 
having been materially felt in Yokohama); and 
the establishment of a Japanese law tribunal at 
this port. This office commenced its labours on 
the 15th September, 1872. Between that and 
tne 3lst December it decided no less than 264 
criminal cases out of 433 instituted before it, and 
out of 713 civil suits gave judgment in 532, Of 
tuis latter number 479 were between Japanese 
and Japanese, and in 53 foreigners were plain- 
tiffs. ‘I'he business of this department is con- 
ducted properly and well, 


This report would be incomplete were I to 
omit mention of the issue of a new edition of Dr. 
Hepburn’s Japanese and English dictionary. 
This valuable work has been increased by some 
3,000 words and is eagerly sought for by the 
foreigners and Jupanese.

Yoxonama Generat Hosprrat. 
(June 18th, 1873.) 
GENTLEMEN. 


My task in presenting you witk a report, 
this year, is neither arduous nor unpleasant ; 
‘there being little or nothing to add to that 
which I had the honour of laying before you last 
year. Yokohama has been free from all diseases 
which can be attributed to defect of climate of 
want of sanitary measures. Again we have 
passed a year, not only free from epidemics of 
contagious or zymotic fevers, but almost free 
from isolated cases. All the cases of Small-pox 
treated in the Hospital have been imported 
hither ; and, with only one exception, the same 
statement holds good with regard to Typhus 
and Typhoid fevers. 

I have before noticed the frequency with 
which Bright’s disease, and affections of the 
heart present themselves here, and the ex- 
perience of the past year is not improved in this 
respect:: the proportion they bear to the total 
of admitted cases is very great. 

Formerly—we had a considerable number of 
patients afflicted with the result of a long course 
of excessive drinking; and another form of 
debauchery supplied many of our patients. But 
the books are much less burthened with statis- 
tics of this kind than formerly. Many, who 
were periodical visitors from the former excess 
have succumbed to their infatuation and their 
ranks do not seem to be recruited. 

The knowledge of these circumstances has 
constituted the pleasantest part of my present 
report. But the health of the settlement, 
equally with the last year, added to the 
accident that comparatively few ships have 
visited the port during that time—have caused 
the number of inmates of our wards to be 
very few; so that the income of the Hospital 
as a self supporting institution, has, I fear, been 
small. 


I am happy in add, to conclusion, that keep- 
ing in mind the economy necessary to be 
exercised, the Hospital has never been in a 
more efficient condition than it is at present, 
and should, unfortunately, a demand for its 
utility arise, I think this will be found to be 
the case : and [ give much credit to the present 
Steward of the institution in that I ain able to 
make this statement.

Mr. Smith said the meeting must be ex- 
tremely satisfied with the Report of the Com- 
mittee, which showed: that the institution was 
flourishing. He moved the adoption of the 
Report and accounts, with thanks to the Com- 
mittee for their exertions during the tenure of 
office, and thought the meeting could not do 
better than ask the retiring Committee to re- 
sume office for the ensuing year. 


The Chairman, before the resolution was 
seconded, said that he had the honour of pre- 
siding at previous meetings, but that he had 
never had the pleasure, of hearing so favour- 
able a report as that just submitted. At the 
last meeting the accounts showed a deficiency 
of $3,552, being the excess of expenditure over 
income; the accounts now showed that thé 
deficiency had been reduced to $550, a fac 
which said a great deal for the management of 
the finances during the present year. He was 
struck with the harmony that prevailed be- 
tween the Commission and the Committee, and 
the recommendations made had been apparent- 
ly faithfully carried out. The condition of 
the Hospital showed tha they must have been | 
sound. The surgeon and the steward had | 
evidently cordially co-operated with the Com 
mittee. The number of charity patients had 
much diminished—there was a difficulty in 
dealing with patients of that class, to prevent 
the institution being imposed upon, and yet at 
the same tige to take care that every case of 
suffering should be relieved. ‘The tables 
showed that the average duration of time in 

hospital for patients who pay was 28 days, | 
whilst for charity patients it was 63 days each ; 
but tnis year showed that the latter class were 
in hospital one-half less time than formerly. 
Mr. Kirby had done essential service by care- 
fully keeping the accounts, free of charge 
had it not been so, $600 would have gone t& 
an accountant. The Chairman had alway: 
felt great interest in the institution, and woul
